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REMARKS 

The following Remarks are made in response to the Non-Final Office Action mailed 
May 28, 2004, in which claims 44-48, 50-59, 64-66, 68-70, 75-81, and 83-85 were rejected, 
and claims 49, 60-63, 67, 71-74, and 82 were objected to. With this amendment, claims 44, 

70, and 76 have been cancelled without prejudice, and claims 45, 47, 49, 50, 64, 66, 68, 69, 

71, 74, 75, and 77-85 have been amended, including allowable claims 71 and 74 which have 
been rewritten in independent form. Claims 45-69, 71-75, and 77-85, therefore, remain 
pending in the application and are presented for reconsideration and allowance. 

aaim Rejections under 35 U.S.C. S 103 

Claims 44-47, 70, 75-78, and 84-85 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Vasilakes et al. U.S. Patent No. 6,415,842 in view of Hackelman et al. U.S. 
Patent No. 5,719,602. 

With this Amendment, independent claims 44, 70, and 76 have been cancelled 
without prejudice. In addition, dependent claims 45-47 have been amended to depend from 
rewritten independent claim 50, dependent claim 75 has been amended to depend from 
rewritten independent claim 74, and dependent claims 77-78 and 84-85 have been amended 
to depend from rewritten independent claim 83. The rejection of claims 44-47, 70, 75-78, 
and 84-85 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), therefore, is rendered mooL 

Double Patenting Rejection 

Claims 44-48, 50-59, 64-66, 68-70, 75-81, and 83-85 are rejected under the judicially 
created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-13 
of Lo et al. U.S. Patent No. 6,648,533 in view of Hackelman et al. U.S. PatentNo. 5,719,602. 

Concurrently with this Amendment, a terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.321(c) has been filed to overcome the double patenting rejection. Applicant, therefore, 
respectfully requests that the rejection of claims 44-48, 50-59, 64-66, 68-70, 75-81, and 83-85 
under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting be reconsidered 
and withdrawn and that claims 45-48, 50-59, 64-66, 68-69, 75, 77-81, and 83-85 be allowed. 
Applicant submits that the filing of this terminal disclaimer is to obviate the rejection based 
on non-statutory double patenting and is not an admission of the propriety of the rejection. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 49, 60-63, 67, 71-74, and 82 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim and are indicated as being allowable if rewritten in independent form to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicant appreciates the indicated allowability of claims 49, 60-63, 67, and 82. 
Applicant, however, has rewritten dependent claim 50 in independent form with claims 49 
and 60-63 depending therefrom, and rewritten dependent claim 83 in independent form with 
claim 82 depending therefrom. In addition, Applicant has submitted a Terminal Disclaimer 
to overcome the double patenting rejection of claims 50, 64 (from which claim 67 depends), 
and 83. Applicant, therefore, respectfully requests that the objection to claims 49, 60-63, 67, 
and 82 be withdrawn and that claims 49, 60-63, 67, and 82 be allowed. 

With this Amendment, Applicant has rewritten allowable claim 71 in independent 
form to include all of the limitations of the base claim (claim 70) and any intervening claims 
(none). As rewritten claim 71 is now believed to be in allowable form, Applicant respectfully 
submits that dependent claims 72-73 are allowable in dependent form. Applicant, therefore, 
respectfully requests that the objection to claims 71-73 be withdrawn and that claims 71-73 
be allowed. 

With this Amendment, Applicant has rewritten allowable claim 74 in independent 
form to include all of the limitations of the base claim (claim 70) and any intervening claims 
(none). In addition, Applicant has amended claim 75 to depend from rewritten independent 
claim 74. As rewritten claim 74 is now believed to be in allowable form, Applicant 
respectfully submits that dependent claim 75 is allowable in dependent form. Applicant, 
therefore, respectfully requests that the objection to claim 74 be withdrawn and that claims 
74-75 be allowed 
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CONCLUSION 

In view of the above, Applicant respectfully submits that pending claims 45-69, 71- 
75, and 77-85 are all in a condition for allowance and requests reconsideration of the 
application and allowance of all pending claims.
